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H. Res. 1510

In the House of Representatives, U. S.,
December 7, 2022.

Resolved, That upon adoption of this resolution it shall
be in order to take from the Speaker’s table the bill (H.R.
8404) to repeal the Defense of Marriage Act and ensure re-
spect for State regulation of marriage, and for other pur-
poses, with the Senate amendment thereto, and to consider
in the IHouse, without intervention of any point of order, a
motion offered by the chair of the Committee on the Judici-
ary or his designee that the House concur in the Senate
amendment. The Senate amendment and the motion shall be
considered as read. The motion shall be debatable for one
hour equally divided and controlled by the chair and ranking
minority member of the Committee on the Judiciary or their

respective designees. The previous question shall be consid-
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ered as ordered on the motion to its adoption without inter-
vening motion.
